The a tta c k —announced late yes­ 
terday from

blanketed im portant known 
enem y bases on the island from 
Sarangani bay on the south to 
Stirigao a t the extrem e north.

w as fa r w estw ard of any previous 
carrier strike in tile southw est 
Pacific. 
A ninetieth enem y

M ost spectacular of the actions 
w as the com plete destruction of 
a 52-ship convoy 
discovered

H inatuan bay on tile eastern side 
of Mindanao, m ost southerly of tile 
Philippines.

Today’s war is like a huge assembly line. 
The fin­ 
ished product may be a barrage blowing up enemy 
tanks or machine-gun fire smashing a counter-attack 
but the beginning is in some kind of factory. 
If the 
factory fails there isn’t any finished product and if the 
factory slows down there isn't enough finished product. 
And if there is’n enough finished product we don't win 
our war so soon and we spend more lives winning it. 
The assembly part of the line is just as important as the 
firing part of the line. Its one single process and every 
one is a soldier. 
We haven’t manned 
our factories, 
forges 
and 
foundaries with soldiers and are not likely to do so. 
But workers, managers and owners will have to behave 
like soldiers if we are to keep the casualty lists down 
and get an early peace. 
Not all of them are doing it. 
When bad news was 
coming they stepped up. Now that good news is in al­ 
most every day’s newspapers they tend to let down. 
At least some of them do. 
People are leaving war jobs 
in order to get what they consider peace jobs. Manage­ 
ment in many cases is itching to convert from war-time 
to peacetime production. 
No doubt they feel safer so. 
But if enough workers and enough managers and own­ 
ers make this shift the country isn t going to be safe, 
because it won’t be able to finish the war. 
Such a failure is not conceivable. 
We’ll finish the 
war, all right. But the responsibility doesn’t lie on the 
other fellow’. 
It lies on each of us: on labor to keep 
working in war jobs: on ownership and management to 
forget post-war opportunities until the Army and Navy 
don't need their product any more; on consumers to go 
without some luxuries until they can be manufactured 
without harm to the war effort. The soldier isn’t feath­ 
ering his nest to any noticeable extent. Why should the 
rest of us?

Good .Pastures Profitable 


Good pasture* conserve toil and 
water, 
reduce 
livestock-pro duet ion 
costs, and when operated in rotation 
with cultivated crops result in larger 
crop yields, says the War Food Admin­ 
istration. 
Pasture establishment and 
improvement practices become espe­ 
cially important in meeting wartime 
food and fiber need*. Assistance in 
carrying out such practices is available 
to American farmer* in most States 
under the conservation program ad­ 
ministered by the Agricultural Adjust­ 
ment Agency. 
Soil is protected in several way* by 
productive pastures, WF A points out. 
Excellent insurance against erosion 
and loss of moisture is provided by 
the thick sod or cover while it is being 
grazed, and when turned under it acts 
to reduce erosion losses while the laud 
is being tilled. The sod also make*; 
the soil more productive when it is 
broken to grow crops in rotation. 
Higher carrying capacity of good pas­ 
ture increases the farmer’s income by 
making supplemental feed from culti­ 
vated land less necessary. In addition, 
much less labor, power, equipment, 
seed, and fertilizer is required to oper­ 
ate land in grass and legumes than in 
cultivated crops. 
Good pasture practices Include re­ 
seeding of depleted land and planting 
of new pasture, contouring, weed con­ 
trol by mowing or clipping, appli­ 
cation of lime and phosphate, Black­ 
water developments, and a season-long j 
system for preventing overgrazing.; 
’triien plowing and reseeding are nee-1 


essary, or when new land is being 
opened up for seeding to pasture, spy* 
TTF A, fertilizer and lime should bn 
applied before the seed is sown. In 
most areas, poor pastures can be reno­ 
vated by disking, limftg, fertilizing, 
and seeding more productive grasses 
and legumes. 
Legumes return nitrogen tot the pa*- 
foreland, and under average condi­ 
tions they should form about one-third 
of tha planting, Government atudiea 
show. 
Mixtures of grasses and leg­ 
umes produce one-third to one-half 
more pasture feed than grasses alone. 
In addition, it is pointed out, reseeding 
a pasture with legumes and supple­ 
mentary grasses aids in erosion con­ 
trol by filling in bare spots in tho turf, 
and tends to lengthen the pasture 
season.

Conditions t under which pasture 
grows vary not only from State to 
State and county to county, but even 
from farm to farm and field to field, 
TTio kinds and amounts of fertilizer, 
lime, and seed that should be used, 
and the fanning methods best suited 
to the land, vary in the same maaaer, 
say# WFA. 
Artificial reseeding of pasture and 
range land under the Agricultural Con­ 
servation Program has been increased 
nearly fifty-fold since 1936. according 
to annual reports. 
In 1942, tho last 
year for which complete figure! are 
available, 9,923,000 pounds of seed 
were used for reseeding, compared 
with 193,000 pounds in the earliea 
year.

Policies have been established to 
give war industries and essential 
services a prior claim on the avail­ 
able supply of able-bodied workers 
and, a the same time, to prevent 
infringement on the rights of the 
workers.
